afflicted, on aocount ol the scarcity ol 
fuel, we are satisfied that the poorest and 
humblest persona who live out in the 
country, ought to be glad that it has 
pleased God .thus to cast their lot. No 
wonder is it that poverty in the country 
is considered the emblem of virtue, and 
in the city as a temptation to crime, for 
in the one place its yoke is liaht and ea 
sy to carry, and in the other it is a bur 
den that would oppress a galley slave — 
The Ohio river, the avenue by which 
most of the fuel is brought into the city 
of Cincinnati, is now frozen and cfosed, 
and enough wood and coal to supply th-^ 
I want.s of the people, cannot therefore, 
be brought there. The price ol fuel has 
cnn.'*t quenlly risen so high that none bur 
persons in good circumstances can af- 
fi rd to buy it. The poor of curse, are 
bound to suffer. The accounts the pa- 
pers give of the di.stresa prevailing in the 
city, are really horrible. Little boys are 
seen going along on the street crying. 
an<l w hen asked what is the matter, they 
ri ply that their parents, brothers and 
sisters, are at home suffering for the 
want of lire and food, that tliey have 
had nothing to eat that day for the want 
o I lire to cook it with. Families aie 
^een ^itlinLfin coll cheerless rooms with 
tilt ir bed clothes around them to keep 
them ivarm. Frail tvomen are seen on 

the stu el leadinj; their little children, 
atie begging for a b'-tsket <d c*)al, while 
crowds of well to do citizens, who are 
able to pay for whatever they get, are 
seen hanging around the points where 
• uel is to be procured, clamoring for 
w ho shall be first sei vi d. \^irioiis are 
ilie coiijeefures of individuals as to the 
cau-e ol the scarcity. Siune b« lieve 
I lere is plenty ot woo 1 an. I coal in the 
eiiN lo sup)>ly the wants of all at a rea 

• oialilt' pi ice, but ttiat rich dea'ers hav» 
b •iit'ht up al! the fuel to make the scar- 
city st-em great* I tiian it really is, and 
thus lo make fortunes out id' the net es.-i- 
ties of ihe people. Others attributt^ th< 
ijeiieral distress to the monopoli/ n:.? and 
•.;rin litiij spirit of the Railroad compan 
les. ivho. t :ey say, could give immediate 

eli' r to t he pei >|de if they vvcud.l eon seal 
To bring wood and coal into the city at a 
re asonable price for their trouble. How- 
ever, ihi- m!iy be, t!»e benev dent spiijt 
displ lyed by many ol the Ilaiiro id com 
panics, is truly noble. We believe ihev 
have neaily all proved the falsify of the 
charges uttered against, them, by ofTeriiii: 
for the city, free of charge, ihe use of 
tlieir road:' and all their r.dlinu' ^tock. 
adapted to the purpose, for the transpor 
tation of coal and wood, until the river 
opens attdike pcarcity is at an end. Di 
vers plans nave been suggested to pre- 
vent the recurrence of such difficulties 
in future, none of which will, s\s we think, 
prove ellectual, because tbcie is not 
enough money at the bottom of them — 
We earnestly hope, however, that some 
means may be designed that will allay 
the fears of the good people of Cincin 
naii; that they may never again by any 
possibi'ity witness and experience »uch 
fearful distresr^cs.
